THE BURNING OF DEER LODGE. 


A few days ago our papers chron- 
icled with regret the destruction of 
Deer Lodge,the quaint old road house 
outside Winnipeg. The fire occurred 
on the same night that witnessed in 
Pennsylvania the burning of John 
Wanamaker’s handsome country seat. 

In the latter the flames destroyed 
over a million dollars’ worth of pro- 
perty, rare tapestry and paintings and 
antique furniture in fifty rooms. It 
was a nati®nal loss, since by it 
Munkacsy’s picture of “Christ Before 
Pilate,” was destroyed. 

On the other hand Deer Lodge was 
only valued at $10,000, but with its 
passing went one of the few historical 
buildings of our young West. It was 
built in 1859 by John Rowan, son of 
the Chief Factor Rowans who built. 
the first Big House within the walls, 
of Fort Edmonton in the early part 
of last century, as Chief Factor Hard. 
isty built the second Big House out 
side the Fort. 

Mr. Harrison Young, from whom 

this information was obtained, states 
that this John Rowan was for many 
years employed with the Hudson Bay 
Company in Edmonton district. He 
was for several years in charge oi 
Fort Pitt. 
“ Mr. Rowan later went down to the 
Red River district and was noted as 
being one of the old brigade of Hud- 
son’s Bay factors, who was largely 
instrumental in the carrying through 
of the negotiations which finally re- 
sulted in the amalgamation of the 
Hudson's Bay Co. and Northwest 
Trading Co. These great rivals had 
repeatedly come to blows, in their ef- 
forts to secure the fur trade of the 
west, and their rivalry had resulted in 
a practical cessation of all attempts to 
settle the country. Traders and set- 
tlers were involved in the dispute, 
which resulted in civil war, masacre 
and murder. 

Deer Lodge was rendered notable 
as being the residence of the late 
Hon, James McKay, who was speaker 
of the legislature under the Gerrard- 
Davis administration and afterwards 
a member of the’Davis government, 
who resided there from 1860 to 1878. 
Mr. McKay was the husband of Mar- 
garet Rowan.. Mr. McKay made the 
place famous as a stock farm, and in 
many of the record#of the time, and 
up to 1879, his thoroughbreds are 
mentioned. 

The lodge was constructed of hewn 
logs, chinked with mortar, the out: 
side being covered with sheeting. It 
was a storey and a half in height, sur- 
rounded on three sides by a piazza 
and upper balcony and decorated at | 
cach peak of the roof by a set of deer ! 
horns, from which it took its name, 


The- grounds surrounding were heav- ;' 


ily need and laid out in handsome 
flower beds and garden plots, 

Of recent years it has been used as 
a hostelry, and while additions have 
been made to accommodate the in- 
creased business of the hotel the main 
structure remained unchanged. 

The proprietor, Mr. Chadwick, 
maintained a ‘sort of small zoo with 
many interesting animals in the beau- 
tiful woodlands about the Lodge, and 
any one who has had the pleasure of 
treating the big bear to ‘pop will not | 
easily forget the incident, The ardent '

The resolu- 
tion reads: 

“T itis important to the suc 
cers fara Ard prosperous settle- 
ment in the provinces of Manitoba, 
Alberta and Saskatchewan that Tum 
ber should. be supplied to the settlers 
at asdewsn'price as possible consist- 


ent with’h rensonable profit to the 
manufaptarers.of lumber, That the 
prices charged for lumber in the 


said provinces are regarded by set 
tlers as unreasonable and excessive. 
That it is charged and claimed on 
behali,of,said settlers that an un- 
lawful combination exists among and 
between-¢he-manufacturers of and 
dealecg in.Jumber, for the purpose of 
unduly ‘enhancing the price to the 
consamer, That a select committee 
comprised of nine be appointed for 
the puypose of inquiring into the mat 
ters aloresaid, with power to send for 
persons, papers and records, and t 
examine witnesses on oath.” 

As there has been a disposition on 
the part, ot a section of the Opposi- 
tion ,press to emphasize the public

campaign the Liberal papers were not 
assisted at the outset by any enthy 
siastic and endorsation from thei: 
Conservative contemporaries, though 
of laté years even these have been 
aroused by the continued eccentrici 
ties of the lumber market and have 
lent their belated assistance to the 
growing causé: Had the public mind 
not become persuaded that there was 
something more than the natural 
laws of gommerce operati. g the 
lumber business the moon Mr. 
Herron would probably uevor have 
been produced or if produced would 
have. received scant attention from 
the public. The resolution is the 
result of the agitation, and any dis 
tinction it confers upon its mover’ is 
because, it voices a public sentiment 
which the mover did nothing to 
create,

taking, and desired to move slowly 
80 that any steps that might be taken 
would not have to be retraced. Al- 
though the telephone is of recent in- 
vention, yet, the wide extent to which 
it is in use throughout the civilized 
®world testifies to its usefulness to 
the public and demands from a re- 
preeentative institution, such as this, 
is best consideration in order to dis- 
cover in what manner its usefulness 
may be accomplished, Public own- 
ership and public control of the tele- 
phone has succeeded in Europe, in 
Australia, in New Zealand and I do 
not se why it should not succeed 
here and after a thorough investi- 
gation and full consideration of this 
matter the government have arrived 
at the decision that in order to make 
a success of this venture; in order 
to accomplish the end that was con- 
templated, as I have briefly outlined, 
it will be necessary to enlarge the 
scope of our operations and install 
and operate exchanges in the munici- 
palities of ‘the province that may 
not wish to own and operate their 
own exchanges and build and oper- 
ate rural lines. 


DIFFICULTIES OF RURAL 
"PHONES. 


The reason for this is that many 
of the smaller municipalities do not 
feel able to undertake the operation 
of their own system owing to the 
nature of the work requiring as it 
does expert help, which a small ex- 
change would not be able to provide, 
and in rural districts difficulties 
would arise, in fact have already 
cropped up in local improvement dis- 
triets, one portion of the community 
desiring to avail themselves of: this 
service and willing to pay for it, 
while another part do not want it 
or it may be that it would not be 
practical to have it put in. The 
community that does not want it or 
cannot have it, will naturally not 
wish to be taxed for what they can- 
not get any benefit from. 


GOVERNMENT'S DECISION. 


Therefore, Mr. Speaker, the gov- 
ernment in the early tenure of our 
office have arrived at the conclusion 
that in order to make a success of the 
undertaking it must largely control 
all the telephone business of the pro- 
vince that it is interested in. 

In adopting a national telephone 
system, our aspiration, therefore, ip 
conjunction with the municipalities, 
is to serve the people and to benelit 
them in every way. It is a national 
policy, a new progressive and inspir- 
ing departure in this country, and 
the government gives a clear, bold 
enunciation that Alberta is in the 
telephone business to stay, and for 
the publie good, 


STAND FOR THE PEOPLE, 

We take our stand for the people 
with every confidence that the step 
this government has taken will meet 
with tthe entire approbation of the 
people of Alberta in this national 
policy of public ownetship of the 
telephone system in this province. 

Then to summarize, Mr, Speaker 
the policy of the government is: (1) 
To own and operate all the long dist 
ance or trunk lines; (2) to own and 
operate municipal exchanges where 
desired by the municipality; (3) to 
construct, own and operate — rural 
telephones. 


F, A. WALKER. 


Mr. F. A, Walker, Liberal whip, 
and member for Victoria,followed the 
minister of publie works, and convey- 
ed his congratulations to the min 
ister for the satisfactory and able 
manner in which he had expounded 
the government policy in this im- 
portant matter, This was an im- 
portant matter and one that the peo 
ple of the country regarded as im- 
portant. This was a red letter day 
in the Province of Alberta, and ip 
fact, in the whole Dominion. It was 
the first step to actual public owner- 
ship made by any government in 
Canada in the matter of telephones 
At the Speaker’s dinner a few even- 
ings ago it was said the east expect 
ed something unique in the way of 
advanced legislation from the west. 
He was assured that the declaration 
of the government’s policy by the 


minister of public works would sat- 
isfy the most carping critic of East- 
ern Canada. This was a policy for 
the other provinces to copy and the 
member for Victoria predicted en- 
thusiastic support from not only the 
members of the House, but from the 
people everywhere. In rural districts 
the people want the telephone and 
the’ only feasible scheme to accord 
this privilege and necessity was con- 
struction and operation by the gov- 
ernment. 

There was no doubt that the gov- 
ernment would meet with determined 
and vexatious opposition from the 
Rell ‘Telephone company. This cor- 
poration claimed extraordinary pow- 
ers and startled the city of Edmon- 
ton when the other day the company 
threatened to establish themselves in 
the city against the will of the city 
council by virtue of the extraordin- 
ary franchise granted by the Do- 
minion charter. He was glad the 
government was going to establish 
exchanges in towns where the citi- 
zens desired it. It would be a good 
thing for his own town of Fort Sas- 
katchewan. Even municipalities were 
not above criticism in handling tele- 
phones outside of the municipality 
itself. He referred to a mayor not 
far from here who stated publicly 
that in dealing with their own they 
were paternal, but outside the city 
with others they were a soulless cor- 
poration, 

The member for Victoria was glad 
that the government had adopted a, 
paternal policy for the whole prov- 
ince, The aim weuld not be like a 
private corporation tw yile up a sur- 
plus and pay dividends :+ watered 
stock but to give an efficient o> rice 
at cost to the people. Speaking nm. 
the 11,000 people of the electoral dis- 
trict of Victoria he* said they would 
back the government to a finish. 


MEMBER FOR WETASKIWIN. 


A. 8. Rosenroll, member for We- 
taskiwin, was delighted with the min- 
ister’s exposition of the government’s 
policy because it was the first shot 
fired at monopolies in Alberta. The 
Bell company were attempting to in- 
vade after the city had let the con- 
tract for a new system, This was a 
bold attempt to undermine and ruin 
municipal enterprise in the province. 
The people will support the govern- 
ment and he hoped vie poiicy against 
the monopoly would be carried out 
with yan iron hand. He prophesied 
unmerciful treatment for monopoly. 
The government could tax them and 
give powers to the municipalities to 
tax them out of existence. He calied 
the attention of the House to the 
stand Mr. R. B. Bennett had taken 
in ‘the old territorial legislature, The 
Calgary lawyer wished to give still 
greater privileges to the Bell com- 
pany. He introduced a bill to re- 
strict the height of the polies the 
company could erect in the streets. 
He was glad to say that Mr. Ben- 
nett and his bill had been defeated. 
He related the history of the Bell 
company in Wetaskiwin three years 
ago. The town had asked for tele- 
phones, and when refused decided to 
install a municipal system. In one 
week the Bell peeople were on the 
spot and had the poles erected, The 
people were in the tight with the gov- 
ernment and would enjoy it. 


LEADER OF THE OPPOSITION, 


The leader of the opposition added 
his quota of praise to the policy fore- 
shadowed. He was in full concord 
and sympathy with the policy of the 
government ownership. He acknowl- 
edged very gracefully that the gov- 
ernment were capaBle of ocecasicn- 
ally putting some good laws on the 
statute books. The business of the 
opposition was not to criticize only, 
but to encourage and commend and 
he was glad to be able to approve 
the noble words of the member for 
Calgary. He did not know why it 
was necessary, however, to trot out 
the Conservative ghosts of the past. 
He thought if the ghosts of the Lib- 
eral past should stalk into the cham- 
ber there would be a scattering of 
the members for the tall timbers. The 
opposition wanted to be judged by 
the present. This policy was the 
spirit of the hour and one advocated 
by Mr. R. L. Borden. He assured 
the government that the peoeple of 
High River would support them. The 
explosion against the monopoly had 
been tremendous, He hoped that the 
results would be as large. 


K. H. RILEY. 


E. H. Riley (Gleichen) said he un- 
derstood this province was the leader 
in telephone legislation and he con- 
gratulated the government on the 
manly stand they had taken against 
what the member for Rosebud. had 
called the bloodsucking corporations. 
The government ownership of tele- 
phones was a live issue in the Gleich- 
en campaign, and the declaration for 
a policy for the people had contri- 
buted in no small measure to the 
return of the government candidate. 
He represented one of the best rural 
districts in Alberta and knew how the 
people would look upon this deliver- 
ance from the heel of the monopol- 
ist. He would like nothing better 
when it was necessary to appeal to 
the people than to carry the banner 
of cheap telephones in which battle 
the opposition would be made invis- 
ible by a total eclipse. 


MR. HETBERT. 


C. Heibert (Rosebud) took exception 
to the remarks of the minister of pub- 
lic works as to the monopoly rights 
of the Bell Telephone company. They 
did not hold an absolute monopoly 
as the government could grant a 
charter to ang other telephone com- 
pany. He referred to the statement of 
the minister of public works that the 
tailway monopoly was broken by the 
presence of three railway systems in 
the West. Mr. Hiebert contended 
that there never had been any rail- 
way monopoly since the people of 
Manitoba broke it in 1889. In that 
year the C. P. R. lost the right to 
hold an exclusive charter. ‘So we 
liave been free since 1889,"’ said the 
member or Rosebul. But this fine 
statement was entirely nullified by 
the inconsistent argument advanced 
in his closing remarks when he de- 
clared he did not consider the rail- 
way monopoly was broken at all, and 
hoped the government would wake up 
to the settlement of the transporta- 
tion problem as fully as they had to 
the solution of the telephone prob» 
lem. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL CROSS. 


Attorney General Cross said it was 
very gratifying that the leader of the 
opposition and his colleague had 
taken the stand they had upon this 
important question. He congratulat- 
ed the opposition and the party they 
represented. It meant a united at- 
titude against a great corporation. 
The government will need the united 
support of Liberals and Conserva- 
tives. The opposition were well ad- 
vised and he congratulated them that 
{hey were going to cut out the past 
wv. the Conservative party and were 
going to start afresh. 

There have been leaders of the op- 
position before in this country who 
took the same attitude upon this 
question, There was not a province 
in the Dominion where this question 
had not been agitated for the last 
twelve or fourteen years, and opposi- 
tions and declared this was tlieir 
policy but it was only talk. The gov- 
ernment of Alberta was the first to 
move for a government-owned and 
controlled telephone line in Canada 

The attorney general expressed sur- 
prise at the statement of the member 
for Wetaskiwin that this was the first 
shot against monopoly in this prov- 
ince. Last session the government 
introduced a measure whereby the 
railways were taxed, 

The attorney general gave a short 
history of the incorporation of the 
Bell company and their methods in 
the East. The company was incor- 
porated in 1880 by the Dominion 
government with wide powers. The 
following year the act was amended 
on the ground that it was an organ- 
ization for the benefit of Canada, 
which practicaliy took the control of 
the corporation away from the prov- 
inces. Due to the disputes that were 
habitually arising about the placing 
of poles, and the result of a govern- 
ment investigation in 1903 and 1995, 
the Dominion government brought 
the telephone companies under the 
control of the railway commission. 
Now the company must ask the con- 
sent of the municipality to erect poles 
or get an order from the railway 
commission. 

He urged that as the Bell company 
had only one line in Alberta now was 
the time for the government to move 
for a system of public ownership 
and eperation. It was because the 
Bell company refused to erect rural 
lines that the government had de- 
cided to move in this matter. He 
pointed out that two millions of the 
Bell stock was held by Americans 


and the users of the Bell ’phones in 
Canada were paying $160,000 per 
year for over capitalization. 

JOHN 'T. MOORE. 

The member for Red Deer paid an 
eloquent tribute to the government. 
The day was an epoch marker and 
would live in the history of Alberta. 
He quoted from the Mail and Empire 
that Alberta leads the proviaces. 
What would the people of the east 
think of the announcement of today! 
It would bring satisfaction in every 
home in Alberta and most of all in 
the lonely abode of the frontiers- 
man. The loneliness of the frontier 
farmer which sometimes caused even 
insanity and suicide had at last been 
invaded. It was a day of good news 
which would be flashed to every east- 
ern town and city and when it reach- 
ed the Atlantic seaboard would be 
shot from the Marconi towers across 
the sea. He recited the difficulty the 
| people of Red Deer had with the Bell 
| company. The service was expensive 
| and miserable ,where the power was 
| generated by the elbow of the cus- 
tomer, 

The speaker concluded with an eto- 
quent peroration describing the ben- 
efits and positive blessing of the rural 
telephone,
